Surfaces of Aerial Wires 


BY PAUL F. GO^LEl' 


America's Foremost Radio Authority. 
Currents produced In the antenna 


by radio naves travel only on the 
surface of the wire. 


This is a rather interesting phe- 


nomenon, but is easily explained 
when one takes into consideration 
the incredible rate at which these 
currents change their direction. 


On the broad-casting wave of 360 


meters, the polarity of the currents 
alternates from the positive to the 
negative approximately E'3,000 times 
each second! 


Tn s rate of change Is so rapid 


that tne current

result is this "shin effect."

In 1905 a law was passed proh'ibit- 


Inb the uso o£ the red cross: by any 
except the Red Cross *ociety^or its 
duly authorized employes or agents 
or by the army and navy sanitary 
gnd 
hospital authorities 
of 
the 


United States. Up to that time many 
physicians and undertakers used the 
red cross on their automobiles and 
ambulances and during the war many 
of them were authorized to do this 
as they were more' or less engaged in 
Red Cross work. 
The law Is being 


strictly enforced now and the penalty 
for its violation 
is a fine of from 


|100 to $500, or imprisonment for a 
term not to exceed one year, or both, 
tot each and every offense. 


ADOPT GREEN SIGN. 


When Ib became necessary to dis- 


continue the use of the red cross on 
their ambulances, the undertakers of 
the country adopted the green sign a« 
the insignia of their profession. 


A local undertaker recently wrote 


the National' headquarters of the 
American "Red Cross and in reply re-

No one should go camping with- 


out some knowledge of 
emergency 


treatment 
for 
accidents. 
A little 


Red Cross first aid book is a-mighty 
handy thing to have when somtbody 
breads a leg, sprains an ankle,- suf- 
fers sunstroke or meets with 
some 


other physical misfortune. 


An elementary knowledge ot what 


to do, however, until 
the 
doctor 


comes, can be carried easily, safely 
and well right inside your own head. 


One who has had a fall or any 


other accident resulting in 
shock 


shows 
the 
following 
symptoms: 


Pale, clammy skin, weak pulse 
and 


weak, gasping respiration or sighs. 


Place this' patient on his 
back, 


cover him up, move him to the best 
place of shelter at once'and, if pos- 
sible, aprly external heat by means 
of blankets, hot water bottles or hot 
bricks. But bo careful not to burn 
him. Hot water, tea or coffee 
arc 


useful stimulants. 


In heat exhaustion the skin 
will 


be cold and clammy; 
other 
condi- 


tions much- the same as 
In shock. 


The same treatment will bo required. 


The body of a sun-stroke victim 


feels hot and dry 
to the 
touch; 


Clothes wet in the coldest water at 
hand should bo applied to the head 
and body, especially along the, spine, 
from the 
head 
downward.

treatment should be 
renewed fre- 


quently. Application to the head of 
cracked ice In a towel is good.

passed a resolution authorizing J.- S. 
McClelland, president of the assocla- 
ciation, to appoint 
a committee of 


five to act 
for the association, to 


employ 
a 
competent 
engineer to, 


make an actual definite survey of. 
the link of the lakeside road which, 
would connect the Maffitt and coun- 
ty bridge road 
and to figure tho 


actual cost. 


This decision followed a discussion, 


af the situation 
in regard to, this 


road which Is to connect the Maffit 
and county bridge highways and of 
the very great 
advantages 
to tho 


community of making this start on 
the real lake road instead of put- 
ting this link back in the country 
on the section line. 


WANTS INVESTIGATION. 


J, S. McClelland, president of tha 


association, has 
had this action in 


mind for some time,-1>«lng extremely 
reluctant to see the 
project given, 


up without a more thorough investi- 
gation than has hitherto been given, 
and Monday night he laid the pro- 
position before the directors. 


Adolph Mueller, one of the owners 


of the Mueller tract along 
which 


the lakeside link would go. had been 
asked to attend the meeting and ha 
spoke in considerable detail^ in re- 
gard to the desirability from every 
standpoint except 
the single point 


of cost. 


GET DEFINITE FIGURES. 


It was reported no actual survey 


has been 'made of the road al__the 
625 or 630 level,"merely estimates ot 
the cost, which varied from $05.000 
to $175.000, and it was suggested by 
one of the directors present that tha 
subject be brought from the field ot 
vague estimates 
so that of actual 


definite figures and that a competent 
engineer be employed 
to work out 


these figures. 


Myron H. West, whose engineers 


are now making a zoning survey ft? 
the city and who has also made tho 
city plan for Decatur, was suggested 
for this work. 


RENEWS OFFER. 


Mr, Mueller, who recently formally 


withdrew 
all offers 
made on the 


proposed road, was asked if he and 
his brothers would renew their of- 
fer of paying $13.000 of the cost of 
the road along the lake and he as- 
sured the directors that they would. 


It was generally agreed that the 


lakeside road was the road wanted 
by everyone, that it is simply a mat- 
ter of crtSt and that the expenditure 
of the 830,000 needed for the build- 
Ing ot the temporary road seemed a 
pity if the 
permanent 
lake 
rond 


could be secured at all at this time. 


SUMS UP SITUATION. 


In his talk Mr. Mueller summed 


up the situation as he saw as fol- 
lows: 


"It appears to me that this drive is 


of sufficient 
importance 
for 
the 


Association of Commerce to espouse 
it, and undertake the following: 


"1. Ascertain definitely, in the in- 


terest of the public, 
the probable 


cost of this Lake Shore Drive. 


"2. This can be done by having a 


correct survey made and then sub- 
mlt line same to reliable contractor '| 
for their lowest bid. 


"3. This Lake Shore Drive should 


be established at a C23 or 630 level. 


"•I, To protect the River Bluffs, n, 


retaining- wall must be built. 
' 


"5. This Lake Shore Drive wouie ^ 


also serve as a foundation for an In- 
tercepting 
sewt>i:t and 
protect the 


water from pollution. 


"C. The lake 
should be patrolled 


and this Drive would make it easy 
to do. 


RENEW OFFER. 


"Although we have withdrawn our 


proposition to make a donation to- 
ward this ' public 
improvement. I 


feel satisfied that if this work is un- 
dertaken and carried forward, that 
we will renew our offer; and I be- 
lieve that this 
Association 
should 


find a way 
by 
which 
sufficient 


money will be obtained to build th!* 
drive and 
give to the 
people the 


pleasure 
and 
the benefit 
without 


spending a large part of the money 
on a makeshift road now under con- 
sideration 
and thereby 
making it 


more difficult to finance this lake 
shore drive. 


"Shall we say, that we can spend 


a couple of million dollars for the 
public improvements mentioned, and 
then be staggered by tho dlfferoncd 
between the amount of money no\» 
available and the amount of money 
required, a comparatively small sum, 
to build this Lake Shore Drive, s« 
much wanted by everybody?
